His force of irregular cavalry was at first, 
as he haa himself said, scarcely botter than 
a company of bandits. He quickly conver- 
ted the bandits into soldiers. His force. 
consisted of reckless apirita unattached to 
either army and acknowledging no, allegi- 
ance except to Mosby, Thore wore deserters 
from both ormics in it. There were men 
who. in-eheer lawlessness had refused to 
enlist in either. There wore Confederate 
cavalrymen whose horses liad been killed 
and who tovk this'means of remount- 
ing themselves, disregarding tho expiry of 
their furloughs. All of them were advou- 
turous spirits to whom.‘ the danger’s self 
was ture alone.” 

‘At the first Mosby’s mou. had no stand- 
ing in the army and no piy. Their sole 
reward of sorvico until late ip the war was 
the booty they could capture, and their 
bond of connection with the Confederates 
was 60 very loose that one of Mosby's chief 
ponte was @ desortor from the other 
side. : 

But as rangers Mosby's mon accomplish- 
ed results wholly out of proportion to th 
numbers. They broke hues of communi- 
cation, and so far interfored with campaigns 
that at one timo it was estimated that the 


coascless activity of his 300 men fully occu- r 


pied 30,000 of the Federal forces, and ren- 
dered them useless for aggressive opera- 
tions. * . [ 

‘No other-man’s career in the war was 80 
romantic, no other was more in earnest 
than he or more ceaselossly uotivo, 

‘With that irregularity which had ‘distin- 
guished his military sorvice, Col. Mosby 
became a Republican at the end of the war, 
at @ timo when to bea Republican in the 
South was to be anathema maranatha, And 
then when Grant offered him his reward in 
the way of oflica he, declived. in tho same 
chivalric spirit in which ho had resigned 
his commission as adjutant when his colo- 
nel was displaced, 

From President Hayes, to whom he owed 
nothing, he accepted a place as Consul at 
Hongkong, after having declined all favours 
from Gen, Grant during eight years. 

This in substance is the cateer of the 
great partisan. 

His was a gallant soul. He never fuiled 
inaduty. He nover flinched from a dan- 
ger, He had in him all that is admirable 
in the chevalicr. . 

Porsonally I knew him well. In. stature 
he was of mediiim height and weight. On 
foot he was in no way conspicuous, but on 
his horse he was every inch a cavalier, 
Sun-burned, : westher-beaten and swarthy, 


he bad a ringularly. winning countenance, }° 


It had gentleness as well as determination 
in it delicacy as well as daring. He never 
‘posed,’ but was always a modest man 
intensely in earnest. .Ho had none of 
Stuart's ‘dandyiam,'’ none of that great 
leader'slove of personaldisplay. Hesingu- 
larly lacked that boyish vanity which has 
distinguished most of tho world’s great 
cavalry loaders, He did nothing for
